ARMISTICE DAY HERE AND 
ABROAD. 
In bulb Great Britain and France 
this year the same central idea de- 
tei mined the character of the celebra­ 
tion of 
Armistice 
Day. 
In each of 
those countries the body of an un­ 
identified private soldier, killed in the 
war, was laid with appropriate cere­ 
monies in the place reserved for the 
nation’s most honored dead. This wTas 
the nation's tribute to those of its sons 
who gave their lives to their country 
in the great struggle. No more fitting 
tribute could be devised; and in both 
France and Britain, 
public 
emotion 
was deeply stirred, and in each of 
these countries the wrhole people join­ 
ed in spirit in a national observance 
of the day. 
Those who feel hurt and disappoint­ 
ed because there was not in this coun­ 
try an observance of Armistice Day so 
impressively significant of the whole 
nation’s devotion and gratitude to its 
soldier dead may find reassurance in 
the thought that as time goes on the 
spirit of 1917 and 1918 will revive in 
our people. For more than a year and 
a half the fine idealism which at that 
time inspired the nation has been sac­ 
rificed to the exigencies of a political 
campaign of almost unexampled bit­ 
terness. 
In order 
to 
gain 
present 
ends, 
men 
who 
shape 
American 
thought have denied some of the most 
fundamental 
of 
those 
conceptions 
wrhich two years ago were accepted 
universally. 
By some of these 
men 
the very 
objects 
and 
purposes for 
which America went to w ar have been 
denounced and condemned. 
Hence, 
there have been created in the public 
mind confusion and doubt about the 
war, about what it meant, about what 
it accomplished; and this undoubted­ 
ly is the real reason for the vast differ­ 
ence which one cannot help perceiving 
between the spirit of the Armistice 
Day celebration 
in this country and 
the spirit of itt celebration in France 
and Britain. 
And between the cele­ 
bration this year and that of two or 
even one year ago in this country. 
But this condition will pass. 
The 
circumstances 
which 
created it are 
only temporary. 
When the miasmas 
of this political year have vanished, as 
they are already vanishing, we shall 
see the war again in its true light, as 
we saw it during the war years, before 
crafty politicians had desecrated its 
most sacred ideals and brought on the 
’‘moral slump" which in this country 
has been the 
sad 
aftermath of the 
great conflict. 


THE OPEN SEASON FOR JINGOES. 
The election being over, it is now 
time to be on the lookout for the anti- 
Japanese jingo. 
He has been amaz­ 
ingly quiet all this time, but there has 
been a good reason for his silence. He 
didn't know how 
talk 
about a war 
with Japan would affect the outcome 
of the election. * Most people are sup­ 
posed to be tired of war and bellicose 
utterances might not be acceptable to 
"ome of the voters. 
But 
now* 
this 
check upon jingo verbosity has been 
removed, so we may expect the trou­ 
ble-makers to go into action shortly. 
Meanwhile the people of California 


have adopted what is known as the 
exclusion law 
and 
its 
adoption 
is 
bound to create considerable feeling 
in Japan. 
W hether that will lead to 
regrettable results of a concrete char­ 
acter remains to be seen, but there is 
good reason to hope that it will not. 
It is evident that much progress has 
been made in the negotiations which 
have been going forward between this 
government and the Japanese govern­ 
ment. 
A reasonable and conciliatory 
spirit seems to prevail on both sides, 
and there is good hope that a feasible 
compromise will be worked out. 
It is reported that the new treaty 
to be entered into will provide for the 
recognition by Japan of the right of 
any state to enact laws barring aliens 
from owning land. 
With respect to 
what is now being done in California, 
the state department has announced 
that “no outcome of 
the 
California 
movement will be acceptable to the 
country at large that does not accord 
with existing and 
applicable provis­ 
ions of law and, what is equally im­ 
portant, with the national instict of 
justice." 
Thus, it would seem, a cer­ 
tain amount of assurance is given to 
both sides in the controversy 
There has never been much danger 
that the national government or the 
country would refuse to give to Cali­ 
fornia such sympathy and support as 
she deserves. 
That was the inclina­ 
tion of a great many people, especial­ 
ly in the north, at the time of the last 
California-Japanese crisis, but a dif­ 
ferent and more practical spirit exists 
# 
today. 
The danger now lies in the 
other direction— in the possibility that 
the latent 
anti-Japanese 
feeling of 
many of our people 
will be aroused 
needlessly by agitators who will feel 
free to rant now that the election is 
over.

SOME 
POST-ELECTION 
TIONS. 
REVELA- 


Some of the most interesting things 
about every political campaign come 
out after the campaign is over. 
That 
will be the case with the campaign of 
1920. 
Indeed, at least one very inter­ 
esting post-election revelation has al­ 
ready been made. 
It is revealed that 
last August Will Hays sent a cable­ 
gram to Mr. Root, then in Europe, ask­ 
ing whether The Hague Court could 
not be substituted for the League of 
Nations. 
Mr. Root’s confidential re­ 
ply, intended for Mr. Harding, laid 
down the following facts: 
“The Hague Court cannot be made 
to cover anything but justicable ques­ 
tions.’’ 
“It is very unwise to declare the 
League dead. 
. . . 
It would not 
be true.” 
“ A new deal here from the begin­ 
ning by abandoning the 
Versailles 
Treaty is impossible. 
To 
attempt it 
would bring chaos and an entire loss 
of the results of the war and general 
disaster involving the United States. 
The only possible course is to keep the 
Treaty modifying it to meet the re­ 
quirements of the senate reservations 
and the Chicago platform and probab­ 
ly in some other respects.” 
Mr. Root concluded his statement 
of views with the admonition: “Don’t 
allow Cox to drive you off the ground 
of Harding’s senate vote and our plat­ 
form. Keep to the simple issue, Amer­ 
icanization.” 
All this is not merely of historical 
interest. It has a most important bear­ 
ing upon the future. Mr. Harding did 
not follow^ Mr. Root’s advice. 
He was 
driven, not so much 
by 
Cox as by 
Johnson and 
Borah, 
clear 
off the 
ground of his senate vote and the 
party platform. 
He did declare that 
the League was dead, and he has re­ 
peated his declaration since the elec­ 
tion. 
He did 
advocate a new 
deal 
from the beginning. 
All these things 
he did in order to keep the support of 
the Bitter-enders who were suspicious 
of his wabbling and who insisted upon 
having the most specific and definite 
pledges that in his foreign policy he 
would go the wrhole length that they 
advocated. 
Nevertheless, it is certain that Mr. 
Root has not changed his view's. 
He 
still knows that the League is not 
dead, 
that 
to 
attempt a new deal 
would bring chaos and general disas­ 
ter involving the United States. 
He 
knowns today, just as he has known all 
along, that the right thing to do, the 
only thing todo, is the 
thing 
that,. 
President Wilson sought from the 
first, the thing that Governor Cox ad­ 
vocated 
throughout the campaign— 
namely, to go into the League and to 
keep the Treaty, modifying it as might 
be necessary.
